JoEllen Fisher gave a summary of a request of IVRD that police and fire departments go to shared
frequencies, explaining the challenges facing TC’s with the number of frequencies currently in place.

Jim Feyerherm of Starved Rock Communications, Inc. provided a conceptual presentation to merge
frequencies for the Peru Police and Spring Valley Police; and to merge frequencies for the LaSalle Police
and Oglesby Police. He did not have a presentation to merge Mendota and Earlville as Dixon/Ottawa
handles their radio.

Chief Bragg of Leland advised Leland is likely changing dispatch to LaSalle County as there would be no
charge as that is a provided service to villages in the county and they will operate on county secondary.

Discussion included consideration of pros and cons for police agencies as well as IVRD and if IVRD and
police agencies have done all they can do to mitigate the issues. It was determined that further
discussion was in order.
